“UEFA President, Dr Artemio Franchi, told Andrew Dettre 
this week that Colombians entrusted with the 1986 World 
Cup had advised they would be unable to cope with 24 
teams. 
So FIFA would be reluctant to go to 24 in Spain and 
return to 16 four years later. 
Strangely, most European countries would have 
favored 24 but South Americans do not. : 
Even Havelange’s strong support for the idea has 
weakened. Having been re-elected for a further four years 
and with no intention of running again, this juicy carrot is 
no longer offered to Asian, African and Oceanic countries.

Where are ali the tourists? This is 
the question Argentinians are asking. 
Instead of an expected 100,000 
foreign visitors they have oniy about 
15,000 the majority from other South 
American countries, Australia figures 
on the iist with 150 more than many 
European countries with teams in the 
finais. Reason for lack of tourists is 
manifold: great distance, high cost 
and uncertainty about conditions 
here. From Brazii instead of an 
anticipated 40,000 only some 3,000 
came. Direct television was another 
argument in favor of staying home. 

Pele working for a Caracas TV 
channel is often seen in Buenos 
Aires World Cup TV studio. 
Everytime he appears he is 


immediately surrounded by fans 
for his signature. This week | 
trailed in his wake behind the 
entourage along a corridor when 
from the opposite direction came 
with a friend another ex-prince of 
soccer Di Stefano. Pele 
worshippers never noticed him 
neither did Peie look up while Di 
Stefano passed with a bemused 
grin on his face.

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Thrills delayed 
in tame draw 


Australian. XI 1, Greece 1 


This was certainly the least attractive of the 
three Greek tour matches, although it did go out 
with a bang over the last 13 minutes to end with a 


1-1 draw. 

Greek midfielder Petros 
Karavitis carved a gaping hole in 
the Australian defence to score a 
magnificent 12th minute goal. 

The rest of the half produced a 
sloppy performance by both teams, 
and the action came following Murray 
Barnes’ successful 77th minute 
penalty shot. 

The match contrasted absoiuteiy 
with the 1971 1-0 win by Austraiia at 
the Sydney Cricket Ground, which 
was watched by a simmering 27,000 
crowd as against an at times 
subdued 15,520 on this occasion. 

Looking back, there were the 
delights of watching Johnny Warren, 
Billy Vojtek and Atti Abonyi at their 
best — where were the skilis to 
match those of yesteryear on this 
occasion? 

Perhaps only in the non-stop 
dispiay of Peter Stone, who piayed 
magnificentiy apart from the 
biemish that ied to the Greek goal. 

Stone prepared for a backpass but 
was put off when he saw Christos 
Terzanidis race into the gap. 

Karavatis came in with a measured 
shoulder charge, Stone could not 
recover, and the Greek swung ieft 
and angied a perfect shot into the far 
end of Todd Clarke's goai. 

The Australians were handicapped 
by the loss of suspended Marconi 
players Paul Degney and Peter 
Sharne, 

Repiacements George Harris and 
John Davies had piayed the previous 
day for their ciubs in Canberra. 

Phil O'Connor turned out aithough 
he had the ‘flu, and Joe Senkalski 
had not been in Sydney Olympic’s 
first team for the past three weeks., 


The Australian defence was in an 
early tangle, but thankfully Christos 
Liakos fluffed his shot. 

At the other end big Anthimos 


Kapsis towered over clever littie John 
Davies and Senkaiski to secure 
everything in the air.
